Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see pages 2-5, filed on May 13, 2005, with respect to claims 1-20 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1-20 have been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, does not teaches the construction 
of a flywheel energy storage system for preventing power interruptions as described on: 

independent claim 1, comprising a field controller that maintains power to the 
field coil during standby operation so that the current to the field coil remains 
substantially constant during a period including, immediately before and immediately 
after, an interruption of primary power; 

independent claim 9, comprising a field controller that maintains power to the 
field coil when said primary power is not interrupted such that the back emf of said 
armature winding is equal to at least 75% of the voltage of said DC buss ; and 

independent claim 15, comprising a field coil having an inductance Ifc and said 
armature windings have individual phase inductance lap, wherein Ifc / lap > 25,000. 
Dependent claims 2-8, 10-14, and 16-20 are considered allowable by their respective 
dependence on allowed independent claims 1, 9, and 15.
